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Area Farmers Expect to Share 
In Biggest Cotton Crop Since 1940 
1 


Although this area needs rain and i 
needs it badly, Hamlin area farm ers | 
are still confident they share pro- j 
fitably in what is expected to be the ! 
state’s biggest cotton crop in several 
years. 
Hot, dry winds of the past 
several days are taking care of Mr. 
Bow! Weevil, but at the same tim e 
they are also doing some damage to 
the fields which are very dry a t this 
time. 
Texas may raise 3,20 ‘ 000 bales of 
cotton this year, the biggest crop 
since 1940, land alm ost louble last 
3 ear’s crop. 
Ham lin area people will no doubt 
welcome such a crop as last year’s 
was very short. 
T hat was the forecast Saturday by 
the United States Bureau of Agr- 
cultural Economcs, based on a state­ 
wide survey of August 1. Last year’s 
crop totaled only 1,669,000 bales and 
the 1936-1945 average is 3,021,000 
bales. 
The United States outlook is for 
11,844,000 bales this yeai, compared 
w ith 8,640.000 in 1946 and a ten-year 
average of 12,390,000 bales. 
The Texas f rop is expected to av­ 
erage 188 pounds of lint per acre 
from 8,150,00u acres. Despite the in­ 
creased planting this year, acreage 
devoted to cotton is less than half 
the 1924-1930 level. 
A very large proporation of the 
increase in acerage over last year 
came in the Northwest High Plains 
counties, where seedlings has been 
held down during the last two years 
by extended spring drouths. 
In most other areas of the state, 
above-normal tem peratures and be- 
low-normal rainfall during June and 
July induced rapid development of 
the plants and resulted in a reduced 
infestation of insects to a minimum.

At the same tim e the am endm ent 
reduces from 35 cents to 30 cents the 
maximum permissible state pro­ 
perty tax for general fund support.

Royal Family, Germany’s Misery Dane’s Prosperity, 
Highlight Trio’s I rip to Baptist World Congress

Copenhagen, Denm ark 
August 4, 1947 
I w ant to write a few words con­ 
cerning our stay in 
London, 
the 
cross-country travel to 
Denm ark 
and the Congressl here in Copenha­ 
gen. 
Our entrance into the harbor of 
Southam pton is indescribable. The 
last few days a t sea were a bit rough 
and we saw very little sunshine, but 
as we approached the shores of Eng­ 
land it seemed th a t we were tra n s­ 
ported into a fairyland. 
O ur first 
welcome was from a flock of seagulls 
sqawking which hovered over the 
ship for several hours. 
Off in the 
distance we saw as in a dream the 
misty isles and as we drew nearer 
we could distinguish the walls of 
mcient castles tucked away in the 
lush green forest. As if it had been 
rehearsed, the sun popped out from 
behind the clouds, the big engines of 
the ship were cut off and we floated 
into an enchanted land. 
T he sun 
and clouds, or perhaps it was the in ­ 
creasing shallowness, caused the sea 
to take on changeable shades of gray. 


! green, blue and silver. 
It was a 
scene never to be 
forgotten. 
Of 
course, as we neared the pier, we 
realized we were not in a fairyland 
but in a land th a t had fought a war 
—m any formindable buildings, stor­ 
age tanks lined the shore and there 
| were visible evidence of fire and of 
bombing along the pier.

After going through customs we 
I were whisked away on a special train 
to London, where we spent 
three 
days seeing very interesting places 
and people. 
We visited St. 
P aul’s 
C athedral and climbed

steps to the dome, W estm inister Ab­ 
bey, Tower of London where R u­ 
dolph Hess was imprisoned and be­ 
fore him many kings and nobles. We 
went to 
Buckingham 
Palace 
to 
watch the changing of th e guards 
and whom should w'e see but the 
Royal Family returning from Scot­ 
land. We todk pictures of the King, 
Queen, and two Princesses and P h il­ 
lip Louis M ountbatten. 
T h at was 
quite a thrill. Then we visited the 
Windsor Castle, summer home of 
the King, Hampton Court P |lace 
which is filled with rare p a irin g s , 
and tapestries. 
We also went to ! penhagen 


saw the “cattle wend slowly on the 
lea”. We were in the church where 
he worshipped, saw the ivy-m an:led 
tower and the grave of his m other 
whose death he bemoaned in h.s 
poem. The English countryside is 
beautiful and we saw no lovelier 
spot than Stokes Poges. T hen there 
was a day at Kettering and Badfcrd 
—the John Bunyan and William 
Cary communities where memorial 
services were held.

Many of the new and Inexperienc­ 
ed gardeners in the county will 
doubtless 
be interested In some I 
pointers on saving vegetable seed, 
believe the two county representa­ 
tives of Texas Extension Service. 
Seed saving, say the county and 
home demonstration agents, is com­ 
monly practiced among experienced 
gardeners only an such vegetables 
as okra, corn, beans, peas, squash, 
cucumbers, cushaw, tomatoes, pep­ 
per, lettuce, mustard, eggplant, can­ 
taloupe, 
watermelons 
and 
sweet 
potatoes. Cabbage, beet and carrot 
seed will not mature in less than 
two years time. 
Seed saving on 
those vegetables does not go so well 
in Texas climate. 
The veteran gardener, in saving 
seed, picks out particular plants that 
are true to variety, and which srhow 
productiveness and fruitfulness. He 
takes special care of the plants until 
time to harvest the seed. 
Time of harvesting seed differs 
with the plant, the horticulturists 
explain. On English peas and beans 
the harvest sign is a browned pod: 
field peas and corn are left in the 
field until ready to harvest and 
store; 
cucumber, squash, cushaw, 
watermelon and cantaloupe seed can 
be taken when the plants are fully 
mature; on peppers and tomatoes 
tile seed is ready when the fruit is 
dead ripe and brilliant red. 
M us­ 
tard, lettuce, radishes, collards and 
the like can be cut as soon as the 
seed pods are well matured, and 
hung in a cool dry spot.

A pioneer of the auto industry, hunted throughout the 
nation in a contest to discover the oldest Chevrolet truck 
in America, turned up, appropriately, in the possession 
of a M ontana homesteader. The venerable vehicle, 
vintage of 1918, was still serving Rancher Leslie A. Storey, 
of Jordan, M ont., whose ranch lies 18 miles from a typical 
“ last frontier” town. The award for owning the oldest

culture to The Herald. 
New crop com 
started 
moving 
J from South Texas farms last week, 
and white com prices declined sev­ 
eral cents per bushel. 
Yellow corn 
advanced, however; as dry weather 
in the com belt threatened damage 
to the crop. 
Oats, barley, and the 
grain sorghums strengthened some, 
too. 
Decreased m arketings of win­ 
ter wheat sold firm and Midwest 
and G reat Plains growers had about 
completed the record harvest. 
Newly ginned cotton from South 
Texas found good demand, and most 
offerings graded strict middling or 
better. However, spot prices netted 
losses of $1 or $2. 
W ith hotter weather, top quality 
eggs became even more scarce, and 
markets held firm. Prices stayed up 
fairly well on liberal offerings of 
medium to lower grades eggs. 
De­ 
m and for poultry slowed some, but 
puces remained generally firm on 
moderate receipts. 
Hea\ y hens also 
brought mostly 22 to 26 cents, and 
fryers 32 to 37. 
Hog m arkets generally overcome 
eaiiy-week losses to close mostly 25 
to 50 cents higher. 
Closing bulk: of 
good and choice medium weight in 
butchers sold at $27 at San Antonio 
$27 50 at Fort W orth, $27.75 at Okla­ 
homa City; and $26.50 to $27.25 at 
Wichita. W’eek’s top at Denver was

Synthetic Fibers 
Becoming Major 
Threat to Cotton 


Election supplies have been dis­ 
tributed to election Judges in Jones, 
Fisher, Stonewall and Haskell Coun­ 
ties the past few7 days for the special 
electon set for August 23 on the con­ 
stitutional aamednment. 
Absentee voting may now be done 
in the usual manner at the office of 
the County Clerk of each county. 
The amendment on which citi­ 
zens wil ballot is a proposed to levy 
state ad valorem tax on property 
to create special funds necessary to 
pay our confederate pensions- pro­ 
viding the financing of construction 
and equipment of permanent, im­ 
provements at state schools; provid­ 
ing five-cent reduction of the maxi­ 
mum allowable state tax on proper­ 
ty; and providing for certain im­ 
provements at Texas A. Ai M. College 
and the University of Texas. 


With the country facing possibil­ 
ity of the smallest supply of cotton 
in a quarter of a century", H. C. 
Stanley Jr., county agent, says area 
farmers should take special note 
that production of synthetic fibers, 
as opposed to the natural fibers, is 
showing a big increase. 
Production, for example, of syn­ 
thetic fibers as opposed to cotton, 
wool, mohair, silk and flax, is reach­ 
ing a stage where producers of wool 
and cotton will need to take steps 
i to halt such encroachment. 
Up until around 1935, according 
to the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
! tural southern regional research lab­ 
oratory at New Orleans, rayon was 
the only manufactured fiber in com- 
, mercial production in the United 
States. 
It is made of cellulose. 
After a couple of false starts rayon 
production got underway in 1911 
and has increased so rapidly that 
today it runs second only to cotton 
as a textile fiber. 
Production is 
still climbs—482.000,000 pounds in 
1940 to 875.000,000 In 1946. 
Some of the man-made fibers that 
are coming up fast in the synthetic 
field are: 
Glass fiber, commercial production 
began in 1936, but the output was 
very- limited during the first three 
or four years. 
Vtoyon, a fiber made of synthetic 
resin, first made in 1938. 
Produc­ 
tion is still small. 
Nylon, commercial production on 
whch began in 1939 after a short 
period of experimental operations. 
Ara I ac and saran, casein fibers, 
were introduced commercially about 
1940. 
And a synthetic fiber made of soy­ 
beans is coming up.

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Area Farmers Expect to Share 
In Biggest Cotton Crop Since 1940 


Although this area needs rain and I 
needs it badly, Hamlin area farmers j 
are still confident they share pro­ 
fitably in what is expected to be the I 
state’s biggest cotton crop in several 
years. 
Hot, dry winds of the past 
several days are taking care of Mr. 
Bow! Weevil, but at the same time 
they are also doing some damage to 
the fields which are very dry at this 
time. 
Texas may raise 3,20 * OOO bales of 
cotton this year, the biggest crop 
since 1940, and almost louble last 
3 ear's crop. 
Hamlin area people will no doubt i 
welcome such a crop as last year’s 
was very short. 
That was the forecast Saturday by 
the United States Bureau of Agr- j 
cultural Economcs, based on a state­ 
wide survey of August I. Last year’s 
crop totaled only 1,669,000 bales and 
the 1936-1945 average is 3,021,000 
bales. 
The United States outlook is for 
11,144,000 bales this yeai, compared | 
with 8,640.000 in 1946 and a ten-year 
average of 12,390,000 bales. 
The Texas f rop is expected to av­ 
erage 188 pounds of lint per acre ; 
from 8,150,00c acres. Despite the in­ 
creased planting this year, acreage 
devoted to cotton is less than half 
the 1924-1930 level. 
A very large proportion of the 
increase in acierage over last year 
came in the Northwest High Plains 
counties, where seedlings has been 
held down during the last two years 
by extended spring drouths, 
In most other areas of the state, 
above-normal temperatures and be­ 
low-norm.il rainfall during June and 
July induced rapid development of 
the plants and resulted rn a reduced 
infestation of insects to a minimum.

Copenhagen, Denmark 
August 4, 1947 
I want to write a few words con­ 
cerning our stay in 
London, 
the 
cross-country travel to 
Denmark 
and the Congresa here in Copenha­ 
gen. 
Our entrance into the harbor of 
Southampton is indescribable. 
Tile 
last few days at sea were a bit rough 
and we saw very little sunshine, but 
as we approached the shores of Eng­ 
land it seemed that we were trans­ 
ported into a fairyland. 
Our first 
welcome was from a flock of seagulls 
sqawklng which hovered over the 
ship for several hours. 
Off in the 
distance we saw as in a dream the 
misty isles and as we drew' nearer 
we could distinguish the walls of 
indent castles tucked away in the 
lush green forest. As lf it had been 
rehearsed, the sun popped out from 
behind tile clouds, the big engines of 
the ship were cut off and we floated 
into an enchanted land. 
The sun 
and clouds, or per imps it was the in­ 
creasing shallowness, caused the sea 
to take on changeable shades of graj’, 


i green, blue and silver. 
It was a 
scene never to be 
forgotten. 
Of 
course, as we neared the pier, we 
realized we were not in a fairyland 
but in a land that had fought a war 
-m an y formidable buildings, stor­ 
age tanks lined the shore and there 
were visible evidence of fire and of 
bombing along the pier. 
After going through customs we 
were whisked aw'ay on a special train 
to London, where we spent 
three 
days seeing very interesting places 
and people. 
We visited St. 
Paul s 
Cathedral and climbed 
the 
2,000 
steps to the dome, Westminister Ab­ 
bey, Tower of London where Ru­ 
dolph Hess was Imprisoned and be­ 
fore him m»ny kings and m>bles We 
went to 
Buckingham 
Palace 
to 
watch the changing of the guards 
and whom should we see but the 
Royal Family returning from Scot­ 
land. We took pictures of the King, 
Queen, and two Princesses ami Phil­ 
lip Louis Mountbatten. 
That was 
quite a thrill. Then we visited the 
Windsor Castle, summer home of 
the King, Hampton Court P f lac# 
which is filled with rare pa im big 4 
and tapestries. 
We also went to 
Eton College and saw tile students 
hi "tails” and stiff shirts. 
One .oi 
the most delightful places was .Stokes 
Pages where Quay wrote his ’■’Elegy 
in a Country Churchyard”. We stood 
under the yew tree he speaks of and 


saw the “cattle wend slowly on the 
lea”. We were in the church where 
he worshipped, saw the ivy-manried 
tower and the grave of his mother 
whose death he bemoaned in h.s 
poem. The English countryside *s 
beautiful and we saw no lovelier 
spot than Stokes Poges. Then there 


mas a day at Kettering and Badfcrd 
—the John Bunyan and William 
Cary communities where memori. I 
services were held. I might mention 
in brief some things that impressed 
us in England* quaint little cars, 
derby hats and canes, a? *d buildings 
customs, uniforms (everybody and 
his dog wears a uniform, gold braid 
and brass buttons*, lack 
of 
food 
(that became very real*, war seals 
—to mention a few. 
We left London 
by 
train 
and 
caught a cross-channel steamer at 
Harwich and we traveled constantly 
‘til we reached Copenhagen. We had

“Child of the Concho 


Frontier” 


As the sentry’s cry of “All’s well!” 
echoed through the stone barracks 
and across the courtyard to a little 
rock house just within the coniines 
of Fort Concho, little eight year-old 
Mary relaxed for sleep. It was won - 
der!ul to feel secure. She couldn’t 
recall a sensation quite like It. But 
even as she hugged the feeling close 
to lier, she wondeied hew long it 
would last. 
Would it, for instance, still be hers 
In their little new house that her 
father was building just across the 
river? 
Mar>f Tankersley was a child of 
the West Texas frountier and, being 
in a country infested bv Indians, had 
been taught to be on the alert, For 
at Camp Colorado in 1861 after the 
Civil War had commenced and the 
fedtral government had removed its 
tromps from the frontier posts, trag­ 
edy had come close to her while sl e 
was still in her crib. Their nearest 
neighbors the Jacksons, were at­ 
tacked; the father, mother and old­ 
er daughter killed and scalped and 
the two younger children taken cap­ 
tive. 
Hhe own father had joined 
the Rangers in tracking down the 
Indians and the retrived children 
Rad lived with the Tankersleys un­ 
til relatives could come for tnem. 
And then their family had moved 
to the Concho country, becoming the 
first white people in that area, and 
were a ain soon in the midst of In­ 
dian trouble. The Kickapoos, once 
a friendly tribe, had gone on the 
warpath after an unfortunate at­ 
tack on them by the Rangers in the 
winter of 1865. And so for four mere 
years little Mary had lived in the 
shadow of this feeling in insecurity. 
It was not 
until this summer 
when the family had come to live at 
the post while the father was away 
trailing 
cattle 
that 
this 
fear 
had begun to recede. 
But father 
was back now, and their

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, home across the Concho would soon 
be leady to move into. 
Mary was glad that it was this 
close to the fort, but she wished that 
she could hear the sentry’s “All s 
well!” during the night. 
It was in the late fall of 1869 that 
Mary, daughter of R. F. Tankersley, 
pioneer Ranger, cattlem an and trail 
driver, wished for closer neighbors 
and the security they would offer hi 
irountier West Texas. 
Three-quarters of a century later, 
as Mary Tankersley Lewis sat on the 
front porch of her home just across 
the street from The San Angelo Jun­ 
ior High School, she recalled this 
wish. But the exact location of that 
little house, and of its sheds and 
corrals, now' well within the confines 
?f that bustling metropolis of the 
Concho, was hard to identify.

Pointer* Offered by 
Agent* in Saving of 
Seed* of Vegetable 
Many of the new and Inexperienc­ 
ed gardeners in the county will 
doubtless 
be interested in some 
pointers on saving vegetable seed, 
believe the two county representa­ 
tives of Texas Extension Service. 
Seed saving, say the county and 
home demonstration agents, is com­ 
monly practiced among experienced 
gardeners only an such vegetables 
as okra, corn, beans, peas, squash, 
cucumbers, cashaw, tomatoes, pep­ 
per, lettuce, mustard, eggplant, can­ 
taloupe, 
watermelons 
and 
sweet 
potatoes. Cabbage, beet and carrot 
seed will not mature in less than 
twro years time. 
Seed saving on 
those vegetables does not go so well 
in Texas climate. 
The veteran gardener, in saving 
seed, picks out particular plants that 
are true to variety, and which srhow 
productiveness and fruitfulness. He 
takes special care of the plants until 
time to harvest the seed. 
Time of harvesting seed differs 
with the plant, the horticulturists 
explain. On English peas and beans 
the harvest sign is a browned pod: 
field peas and corn are left In the 
field until ready to harvest and 
store; 
cucumber, squash, cashaw, 
watermelon and cantaloupe seed can 
be taken when the plants are fully 
mature; on peppers and tomatoes 
tile seed is ready when the fruit is 
dead ripe and brilliant red. 
Mus­ 
tard, lettuce, radishes, collards and 
the like can be cut as soon as the 
seed pods are well matured, and 
hung in a cool dry spot.

Synthetic Fibers 
Becoming Major 
Threat to Cotton 


With the country facing possibil­ 
ity of the smallest supply of cotton 
in a quarter of a century, H. C. 
Stanley Jr., county agent, says area 
farmers should take special note 
that production of synthetic fibers, 
as opposed to the natural fibers, is 
showing a big increase. 
Production, for example, of syn­ 
thetic fibers as opposed to cotton, 
wool, mohair, silk and flax, is reach­ 
ing a stage where producers of wool 
and cotton will need to take steps 
to halt such encroachment. 
Up until around 1935, according 
to the U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
tural southern regional research lab­ 
oratory at New Orleans, rayon was 
the only manufactured fiber in com­ 
mercial production in the United 
States. 
It is made of cellulose. 
After a couple of false starts rayon 
production got underway in 1911 
and has increased so rapidly that 
today it runs second only to cotton 
as a textile fiber. 
Production is 
still climbs—482,000,000 pounds in 
1940 to 875,000,000 in 1946. 
Some of the man-made fibers that 
are coming up fast in the synthetic 
field are: 
Glass fiber, commercial production 
began in 1936, but the output was 
very limited during the first three 
or four years. 
Vtnyon, a fiber made of synthetic 
resin, first made in 1938. Produc­ 
tion is still small. 
Nylon, commercial production on 
whch began in 1939 after a short 
period of experimental operations. 
Aralac and saran, casein fibers, 
were introduced commercially about 
1940. 
And a synthetic fiber made of soy ­ 
beans is coming up.
